The proposed amendments change the scope of the claims and therefore require further search and/or consideration. 

Applicant's argument regarding to Uie rejections based on Williams (US 6,618,734) in view of Tumasella (US 2003/0145015) have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. In the remarks, Applicant argues that Williams does not teach or suggest presenting a 
segment of the sequence of questions to said user, the user answers to said segment being pertinent in determining an affinity of said 
user to at least one affinity group, wherein the affinity group comprises a plurality of profiles. 

In response to this argument, Examiner respectfully disagrees. The user of the system is asked a few questions of all the questions 
stored in the system to determine if the user is able to use the system (based on prerequisites) as well as if the user matches certain 
groups based on location data, for example. Therefore, the user is asked a first set of questions so that the user is matched with a work 
group having similar charateristics to that user. See figure 3, column 2, lines 50-65. column 3, lines 30-55, column 6, lines 30-35 and 50- 
60, column 7, lines 5-25. Subsequent sets of questions are asked of the user based on his/her association with profiles of groups in the 
system.
